Saw J. H. Thomas 

They had been to Great Britain at 
the invitation of Rt. Hon. J. H. 
Thomas who on his recent tour of 
Canada suggested conferences over 
the situation confronting Canadian 
growers through the failure of Euro- 
pean buyers to take Canadian wheat 
at prevailing prices 

“We have no doubt as to the ulti- 
mate outcome,” Mr. McPhail 
“the market will right itself.” 

Both pool officials said they found 
British iniliers still preferred Canad- 
jan! wheat and were prepared to pay 
more than for wheat from other 
sources. 

Mr. McPhail, however, was not pre- 
pared to say what differential in 
price would start the movement of 
Canadian grain across the Atlantic in 
quantities to relleve the Canadian 
situation. 

“We @ound that stocks of grain in 
store on the European market were 
rapidly becoming depleted and con- 
cluded that the time is not far dis- 
tant when European buyers will again 
Start bidding for Canadian wheat,” 
said Mr. McPhail 

Strange Situation 

it seems strange that with a light- 
er crop than usual on the American 
market, both north and south, there 
should be an almost paradoxical drop 
in the prices offered by European 
buyers.” both officials said. “We can 
explain this situation. however, bj 
pointing out that European consumer 
this year are using @ greater amou 
of domestic grain, owing to unuusually 
heavy crops in their own countries.” 

“I might say.” said Mr t 
“that the market to which 
erica has been treated during the past 
few days has been the result, more or 
less, of the fact that sheep follows 
sheep, and the creation of a low price 
for grain has created low bids. You 
will always find that where the price 
is higher the buying is more enthuias- 
tie.” 

The two officials saw no cause for 
alarm in the present situation. They 
had every hope that the present 
of low prices is merely a temporary) 
Manifestation, and that a recovery 
will {cllow in a comparatively short 
time. “The British millers, when we 
Were over there, admitted that the 
Prices asked for Canadian wheat were 
low in comparison with the value,” 
sail Mr. McPhail.

McClave Plan 

The McClave method of extraction 
was originated by J. M. McClave, 
director of the Western Research 
Laborities of Denver, in 1923. It isa 
water flotation treatment, an essen- 
{fal being the introduction into the 
water of a certain percentage of ben- 
tonite, and in some cases, a small 
amount of sodium silicate is also 
added. The features of the treatment 
comprise a pug mill, flotation cells, 
settling tank and topping still. Pre- 
liminary separation is effected in the 
pug mill and flotation cells, and the 
product is then passed to a special 
centrifugal machine that removes the 
air and water. The product is then 
passed to storage tanks for fina] treat- | 
ment in a continuous retort, where 
any combined water is first removed | 
and the lighter olls then recovered by 
distillation. The asphalt is discharged 
continuously without distillation
